STATE AND COUNTIES LOSt 
ABOUT $800,000 IN TAXES 


Famous Case as to State’s Right to 
Tax Stock of Western Railway 
of Alabama Held by Georgia 
and Central in Courts 
Five Years. 


Georgia has lost out in her famous 
“hack tax case’ before the supreme 
court of the United States, according to 
@n Associated Press dispatch received 
in Atlanta last night. 

This famous suit that was brought 
by the comptroller general against the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company 
and the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company to collect taxes, since 1895, on 
30,000 shares of stock owned in the 
Western Railway of Alabama, by these 
roads to the extent of 15,000 shares 


each. 
The aggregate of taxes sued for was; 
about $800,000, and in the event the, 
state had won and collected these tax- 
es $800,000 would have gone for state 
taxegz and $500,000 for city and county. 
Ri®imond county and Augusta would 
have been the favored ones in the Geor- 
gia (Railroad and Banking Company 
case, and Savannah and Chatham 
county in the Central of Georgia case. 
This suit h&s been in some court for 
the past five years. It was first brought 
in the federal court before Judge New- 
man, and the decision went against 
the state; it was taken to the court of! 
appeals and again the state lost, and} 
on a certiorari carried to the supreme 
court of the United States, where the 
estate won it. It was brought again 
into the state courts and carried 
through the supreme court of Georgia, | 
where the state won it, to the United | 
States supreme court, from whence the| 
decision canre. 
Details of Decision. 
Comptroller General Wreht Was 
appointed to Jearn of the reversal of the 
Geongia supreme~corrt by the United 
States court.

Senator From South Dakota Will

Washington, D. C., November 
(Special.)—Senator P. 
South Dakota has a bill which he will 
push at the next session of congress, 
providing for the federal incorporation 
of such corporations doing an _ inter- 
state business, as may elect to take out 
national charter. 
This incorporation,

law, will not be compulsory, but per- 
missible only. It will allow those cor-| 
porations who are willing to submit 
to federal inspection and supervision to 
do so 
government approval of their methods| 
of business willl carry with it. 

The bill provides that, in addition to 
the usual facts set forth in such doc-,| 
uments, the— 

“Assodiation shall in such articles 
consent and agree to subject itself and 
to conform to all needful rules and reg- 
ulations which may be adopted by the 


secretary of commerce and labor for) 
the conduct of its business; and that it | 
will, at such time or times as may be | 
required by said secretary, submit its| 
books and records for inspection and | 
examination by any person designated! 
for that purpose by him and spall ren- 
der to said secretary, whenever re- 
quired, a full statement showing its 
financial condition and manner of con- 
ducting its business; and that it will at 
no time issue new stock in excess of 
the cash value of its assets, and then 
only in such sum as shall be approved 
by said secretary upon a valuation 
made by him.’

The vet- 
erans were First Sergeant Jacob R. Ri- 
ley, Sergeant Charles H. Farrell, Pri- 
vate John Dick, Private James Butter- 
field and Musician John Peter Eckwel- 
ler. Sergeant Riley carried the ‘“Fight- 
ing First’s” national colors; Dick, the 
battle flag, and Butterfield and Eckwel- 
ler, the regimental guidons. Hereto- 
fore the colors have been in the keeping 
of the city of New York in the relic 

room at the city hall. 

The flags were placed in sconces In 
the post chapel of St. Cornelius the Cen- 
turion, and will hereafter be cared for 
by the United States government, 

The flags were carried by the First 
regiment, New York volunteer. infan- 
try, in the Mexican war, from the siege 
of Vera Cruz to the capture of the City 
of Mexico. When mustered .in, Decem- 
ber 341846, the regiment numbered 966 
officerg and men. Less than three hun- 
dred returned from Mexico. But four 
regiments in General Scott’s army equal- 
ed or slightly exceeded the loss of thj 
gallant regiment in killed or wounded.

NO RECOVERY FOR WOMAN: 


Novel Point of Law Is Decided by. 
United States Supreme Court. 

Washington, D. C., November 17.—In | 
the case of Elizabeth M. Chambers Vv. 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Comes 
pany, the supreme court of the T nited; 
States held today that the damages for. 
the death of a citizen of Pennsylvania) 
caused by a railroad company in Penn=' 
Sylvania cannot be recovered by a citie' 
zen of that state, under its laws,} 
through an action brought in the Ohio! 
State courts. Mrs. Chambers. sought, 
through a suit in the Mahoning, Ohio, ' 
circuit court, to secure an award of} 
damages under the Pennsylvania law 
for the accidental killing of her hus-, 
band in 1902 on a Baltimore and Ohio 
train in Pennsylvania, and when the’ 
Ohio supreme court refused to sustain! 
her prayer she appealed to the federal! 
Supreme court. 

Justice Moody declared the opinion of! 
the court upholding the position of the: 
Ohio courts. The case turned upon the: 
point as to whether the decision of: 
the Ohio state court so operated as to’ 
cause discrimination against Mrs. Cham- 
bers because she was a citizen of an-' 
Other state, and Justice Moody’s opin-' 
ion was based on the theory that such’ 
is not the result. Justice Harlan, White’ 
and McKenna joined in a dissenting opin-' 
ion. In his statement Justice Harlan de-: 
clared that the decision of the court de-. 
nies a fundamental right of citizenship, 
in that it refused to grant to a citizen’ 
of one state the privilege of bringing’ 
suit in another state. He also called at-' 
tention to another point in the decision! 
saying that if Mrs. Chambers had been! 
so fortunate as to marry an Ohio man) 
she would have been granted a priv-:

Nothing is so bewilderingly tascinat- 
ing to the huge army of people interest- 
ed in the breeding of harness horses as 
the labyrinth of puzzling blood lines 


other as the nedigrees of nodere trot 
ters and pacers become so complete that 
the breed may be said to have been eSs- 
tablished. » 

Whe a broodmare of more than aver- 
age excellence is found her blood not 
only is preserved with scrupulous care, 
but immediate efforts are made to de- 
termine, first, whether it has “carrying 
power,” and, second, whether that 
power is potent in both the male and 
the female line, or in but one of them. 
Just now the mare over whose pedigree

Called at the white house during the 
financial distress has been free to say 
that financial legislation would be the 
first business of the next session of 
congress. Beyond this point the una- 
nimity has cersed, and many men have 
proposed many plans. 

The president has been heartily sec- 
onded by every comment today in his 
statement of the soundness of thie eoun- 
try’s finanees, and that the vanishing 
point of the financial flurry has ar- 
rived. 

To Bring Out Hoarded Money. 

The issue at par of treasury certifi- 
cates bearing 3 per cent interest is ex- 
pected to bring to light practically all 
of the currency that has been withdrawn 
from the banks by small depositors dur- 
ing the last three weeks. The issue, it 
is believed, will prove exceptionally at- 
f tractive to small as well as large in- 
vestors, and the treasury officials are 
confident that the demand for them wil 
be unprecedented. 

Secretary Cortelyou has decided to 
provide for the registration of the new 
treasury certificates, and when regis- 
tered to receive thhem as security for 
circulation or deposits. The secretary’s 
statement issued last night, provides no 
method of paying for the certificates 
purchased by depository banks except 
by the return of actual currency, nor 
has it developed whether the secretary 
intends to require currency from banks 
in which he will make deposits of cer- 
tificates or accept savings bank bonds 
as has long been the practice. The net 
result, it ig pointed out, would be prac- 
tically the same in either event, for

GRATIFICATION IS EXPRESSED

York, November 18.—Gratifica- 
the prevailing tone in bank- 
ing circles today over the government 
plan of relief to the money market by 
the issue of $50,000,000 in Panama bonds 
and $1!00,000,000 in one-year treasury 
certificates. The issue of Panama bonds 
had been countej upon as a probability 
since it was first referred to some ten 
days ago. The issue of short term cer- 
tificates was more of a novelty, and as 
such attracted more discussion. The 
general opinion in banking circles was 
that both measures would tend to draw 
idle money from private hoards and 
thereby to break the premium on cur- 
rency and restore normal conditions in 
the money market. 

So strong was this feeling that it 
was understood that gold engagements 
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that 
is as much 


International bankers declared 
the gold already engaged 
as New. York can justly take from 
Europe under the strained conditions 
which prevail there, and that to take 
more will only compel its return at a 
later date. 

Nearly 870,000,000 Gold Engaged. 

The amount already taken or en- 
aged approaches $70,000,000, which is 
much more than the most sanguine 
predicted at the beginning of the 
movement, about three weeks ago. It 
is not considered desirable to foree the 
Bank of England to raise its discount 
7 to 8 per cent, as has been talked 
of“in London, nor to force the German 
rate any higher than 7% per cent, which 
it has already reached, If more gold 
were desired the issue of short term 
certificates would afford just the sort 
of security which the Bank of France 
has been disposed to insist upon ‘in. 
the recent negotiations through Mr, 
Morgan's house, The shipment of gold 
to New York against the deposit of 
Such certificates would parallel very 
closely the shipment of $15,000,000 
made to London at the time of the 
Baring panic in 1890, 

The response from the public to the 
offer of new securities is expected to 
center largely on the one-year certifi- 
cats. The Panama bonds, paying only 
2 per cent and selling at a premium, 
are expected to go chiefly to the na- 
tional banks to be used as a basis for 
circulation. 

Subscriptions Will Be Large. 

It is the belief of bankers that sub- 
scriptions for the certificates are like- 
ly to be large and to draw out much 
hoarded capital. Secretary Cortelyou 
is counted upon to deposit the pro- 
ceeds of both classes of securities at 
once in the national banks, where they 
will be available for the purposes of 
general circulation. The premium on 
currency showed signs of weakening 
today. being quoted at from 1!% to 2% 
Bankers declared that it will 
disappear before bids close for the 
treasury certificates, and that. the 
monetary phase of the crisis*will then 
tend to pass away. 

Throughout the day reports’ circu- 
lated with more or less definiteness 
that the banking house of J. Pierpont 
Morgan was organizing a syndicate for 
the ‘purpose of taking over af consid- 
erable block of the new treastty is- 
sues, the amount being stated te be 
from $25,000,000 to $1!00,000.000. Late 
in the day a member of the firm gave 
a specific denial to these reports, say- 
ing that he knew of no such syndicate 
either as to the Panama canal bonds or 
the treasury ~ certificates. He added 
that no further negotiations were con- 
templated for -securing gold from the 
Bank of France. Notwithstanding 
this denial, the reports continued to 
circulate that an organization of finan- 
clere was contemplating to take up 4 
portion of the proposed issues, but no 
confirmation of the reports could ‘be 
secured, 

Ex-Gov. Francis First Subscribes. 

St. Louis. Mo., November |8.—Former 
Governor D. R. Francis was the first 
subseriber for a portion of the 3 per 
cent treasury certificates at the St.Louis 
subtreasury today. He subscribed for 
$500,000 as soon as the subtreasury was 
opened, and other financiers followed 
with subscriptiong of various amounts. 
United States Subtreasurer Akins stated 
his belief that of the sum of $100,000,000 
treasury certificates to relieve the 
financial depression at least $5,000, 
will be subscribed for in St. Louis.

THE GOVERNMENT 10 THE RESCUE! 


The action taken by Secretary Cortelyou, with the approval of President 
Roosevelt, in the interest of the financial situation, has had instantane- 


ous effect. 
The most respective barometer was naturally the stock market, the cot- 


ton exchange and the wheat pit. There was a sudden strengthening of the 
market on yesterday and a buoyant tone was manifest throughout the day. 
Cotton closed from 22 to 27 points higher, a gain of Over $1.25 a bale. 
Wheat ¢losed at from 3-8 to 1-2 a cent up. The whole list of stocks, with 
a few isolated exceptions, took an upward trend. 

The plan of the treasury department is almost universally . indorsed. 
The only dissenting voice of note is that of Henry Clews, who disapproves the 
issuance of credit certificates by the government, 

The roundabout way of issuing $50,000,000 more of Panama bonds to 
serve as security for new issues of {national bank notes was probably the 
best emergency plan that could have been adopted under our present cur- 
rency laws. 

The further provision that the proceeds from the sale of the bonds and 
of the $100,000,000 of certificates will be permitted to remain in the banks 
and not be withdrawn into the treasury until actually needed will prove of 
exceptional benefit. 

The resources of the banks will not be diminished, buf an additional 
$50,000,000 of circulation will be made available by the ponds. The treasury 
department will be enabled to meet current expenses without withdrawing 
funds recently deposited in the New York banks. The certificates will 
answer the same purpose in a more genéral way. 

Altogether the plan appears a most premising measure of relief. 

President Roosevelt, in his letter to Secretary Cortelyou indorsing the 
measure urges that the proceeds from the sale be deposited ‘‘where the 
greatest need exists and especially in the west and south, where the crops 
have to be moved.” This reaches the very vitals of the problem. If the 
money were placed with the New York banks, it might or it might not find 
its way through the south and west to relieve the situation. But if the 
money is deposited in the south and west the relief wil] be instantaneous. 
This is the ideal plan. ; 

From the standpoint of the people, the new measure will prove a bless- 
ing: from the standpoint of the banks, it will be a great relief, and from the 
standpoint of the government it will be good business. It appears to be the 
most practical and feasible plan all arotnd that could be devised. 

Commercial] activity and the movement of frops will now be accelerated, 
the deposits in the banks and outstanding bank note circulation will be in- 
creased, while a profitable market will be created for the new government 
issne of Panama bonds. 

For some time the treasury has had in contemplation another issue of 
these bonds. authorized under acts of congress in June, 1902, and December, 
1905. These funds will be needed during the next year in pursuing the work 
of canal construction. The bonds have not been issued because conditions 
were not considered satisfactory. While collditions might be better now, the 
demand for bonds to serve as the basis for increesed circulation will make 
possible the satisfactory floating of the bonds and also remedy general 
conditions. ss 

The bankers throughout the country. and particularly the banks and 
people in the south and west, should heartily| cooperate with the treasury 
department in making the new plan operate successfully. The New York 
banks should release bank deposits they have been holding. 

There is no earthly reason at this time for any apprehension as to 
general business conditions. The currency problem is rapidly being solved. 
Arrangements had been made up to Saturday for the importation of $64,000,- 
000 foreign gold and already $33,191,000 had been received. The government 
has deposited an additional $60,000.000 in the banks of New York. 

The treassury department has shown every disposition to aid business. 
Secretary Cortelyou’s course throughout the past. few months has been most 
commendable. In his letter published yesterday the statement is made

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The Drug Fiends. 

Editor Constitution: It is commendable in 
you to champion the cause of the humani- 
tarian needs of the unfortunate habitues of 
morphine, @caine and alcohol. Your editorial 
in Sunday’s paper, ‘‘Jail or Sanitarium,’’ 
should attract the attention of our city offi- 
clals. Not only that, but they should bestir 
themselves to aid this

of necessity follow the drug act and state 
prohibition. While it is right agg commend- 
able that the drug act and prohibition should 
be passed, yet some provision must be made 
those addicted to the different 


unfortunate class. have been 


to treat 
habits. 

In this connection, I wish to call attention 
to the fact that the more habitues that are 
brought to light on account of the drug act 
and prohibition, the more plainly it is shown 
that the longer reform is postponed, the 
greater has the curse multiplied its victims. 

The best element heartily agrees with the 
editorial in ‘‘stressing the necessity for dras- 
tic procedure against the scattered vampires 
that are illegally selling cocaine and other 
narcotic drugs to the ignorant whites and 
negroes.”’ 

There might be some extenuating cause for 
the drug storeg to sell to the whites who are 
habituated in the use of morphine or even 
cocaine; for it is usually the case that the 
cocaine habit is correlated ,with the morphine 
habit, with the whites, but not so with the 
negroes. It {s a known fact that the negroes 
who use cocaine are very 
habitues. 

Then the druggist must understand the 
difference between the white and the negro 
drug habitue. In most cases the whites have 
in the long use of alcoholics the hereditary 
tendency to all kinds of drug addictions, but 
not so with the negro; for he ‘is practically 
immune from any hereditary tendency to 
drug addictions. Cocaine, however, 1s his 
favorite drug, having acquired the habit 
which gives him courage to perpetrate his 
hellish crimes. Hence, the procedure could 
not be too drastic against the druggist or 
any other person who would deliberately 
sell cocaine to any negro under any circum- 
stances. 

As to providing treatment for the different 
habitues, there is no doubt- it can be done, 
with but very little additional expense to 
any city or town in Georgia. As for Atlanta, 
there. seems to be no excuse for not making 
the necessary provision for the treatment of 
the unfortunate within our gates. Provision 
eduld have been made at the Grady hospital 
each year for the last two years, when the 
finance committee, each of these years, was 
tendered over $2,000, raised by public -sub- 
scription, to the city for the purpose of 
treating the inebriate and the drug fiend. 
The city could have taken care of and saved 
the pangs of suffering «that In some cases 
terminated in death; but at the time that 
the finance committee was tendered the 
above subscription money, instead of accept- 
ing it, afid adding thereto a little expense, 
the same committee passed up $8,000 to open 
up a street, showing that the city officials 
at that time were more interested in im- 
proving and beautifying the city than in 
looking after the unfortunate habitue, who is 
down and out, 

We have a smallpox hospital that could 
now, with very small expense, be made a 
place for the treatment of all habitues. This 
great responsibility rests on all . alike, in 
proportion to his mbility to do something, and 
to those who can do the most is the greater 
responsibility, and who is so little and in- 
significant that he cannot do anything. 

If the papers will cooperate ‘in this mat- 
ter this great need could be supplied even 
before the holidays.

He has re- 
céived letters within the last week 
threatening the lives of his four chil- 
dren unless he submitted to an extor- 
tion of $8,000. 

A committee of one hundred of the 
White Hand Society will call upon 
Mayor Busse and demand that the po- 
lice supplement the efforts of the spe- 
cial. staff of detectives that will be 
engaged by the Italians.
